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SUPERVISORS REBUFF CHALLENGE 


TO MEI LUN YUEN PROJECT

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Nob Hill 
dwellers took their protests against 
construction of the Mei Lun Yuen 
housing project to the Board of 
Supervisors Monday afternoon. 
They received little sympathy 
from the largely Chinese crowd 
and not a vote from the Board in a 
10-0 decision. 

Representing the condominium 
owners at 840 Powell Street， 
attorney Ceoffrey Gaidos argued 
that the commercial parking 
garage in the low-to-moderate- 
income housing project would be 
a blight on the area. He tried to 
convince the supervisors that the 
low-cost housing should be built 
without the parking garage, “Its 
unnecessary， undesireable and 
wrIrong for the neighborhood,”he 
said. 

City _ Planning Director Rai 
Okomoto andmembers of his staff 
assured the Board that developer 
Lyrman jee of Arcon Associates 
needed the Parking afea to make 
his project financially feasible， 
The planners told the Board that 
the housing mortgage alone cant 
absorb the costs of .construction. 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) has to be satisfied that the 
per unit cost of the housing units 
won't go beyond HUD's statutory 
limitations， 

FOOT 

Gaidos put his foot in his mouth 
several times during his Presen- 
tation . 

At one point he was rambling 
on about how Chinese “see a horse 
and see a cart and see a horse and 
a cart,”but instead of “Chinese” 
he shifted to “Chinaman.”

LOS ANGELES Police 
arrested five Chinese youth last 
week and charged them with 
implication in the murder of 
Steven Kong, 18, last month. 

The arrest was made after the 
police traced an automobile 
owned by one of the suspects. 

Steven ong was shot with a 
large caliber .handgun in the 
drivers seat of a 1969 red Camara 
near Lincoln University at Turk 
and Masonic Streets on November 
18. Kong died instantly from a 
single bullet in the chest，Police 
said at least one other shot was 
fired，hitting his cars passenger 
door. He apparently was shot as 
he drove to work at a nearby 
service station. Police sources said 
Kong was close to members of a 
Chinatown gang. 加

House detailed the “procedural 
roadblocks” that the Nob Hil 
dwellers have put in front of the 
housing project at Stockton and 
Sacramento Streets. The Planning 
Commission ruled against the 
condominium owners twice and 
the Board of Petmit Appeals and 
now the Board of Supervisors 


have been appealed unsuccess- . 


fully. 

Chuck，anger showing -让 his 
voice,， accused the residents of 840 
and 850 Powell of using every 
possible tactic to sabotage the 
Project. “They've protested the 
air, the view，traffic，noise，even 
discriminatory comments abonut 
the (project) lowering Property 
values,” 

THEEFT 

Chuck pointed out that not a 
“single incident of vandalism or 
theft” occurred while the two 
condominium buildings were Un- 
der ， construction ” near China- 
town. If the Nob Hillers continue 
their harassment, Chuck indicated 
that Chinatown might“set up a 
tent city right next to you.” 

“Get off our backs,” Chuck 
concluded. 

The whole issue boils down to 
“whether the rich and privileged 
few deprive the weak and poor 
and the desperate of decent 
housing,”Phil Chin，co-chairman 
of the Chinatown Coalition for 
Better Housing，told the Super- 
visors， He criticized the Nob 
Hillers for their “qisgusting lack of 
compassion.” 

An_ emotionally-charged state- 
ment in Chinese was given to the 
Board by Tak Lan Hui，who has 
spoken at almost every public 
hearing about the Mei Lun Yuen 
project. She told about her 6 year 
_wait for the project and went over 
some of the same issues brought up 
by Chuck and Chin. Supervisor 
Lau and Supervisor Bob Gonzales， 
who was chairing the hearing， 
clashed _ briefly when Gonzales 
treated Tak Lan Huis outburst 
lighthandedly. Lau insisted there 
be a detailed translation of her 
remarks for the record. 

MOLINARI 

Supervisor John Molinari，who 
represents the Chinatown district 
under the ， new supervisorial 
system，spoke briefly about how 


imnportant 过 was for the Board to 
keep its commitment to the Mei 
Lun Yuen project， He indicated 
that he hoped 站 was only a 
concern for their views that kept 
the Protesting Property Owners 
throwing roadblocks in front of 
the _ Project，and not something 
worse. 

The Nob Hillers were defeated 
easily with no Supervisor express- 
ing any serious Opposition . 

Supervisor Quentin Kopp，who 
normally serves as Board Presi- 
dent，took the advice of the City 
Attorney and disquajlified himself 
from voting on the issue。 玫 opP 
said he has served as an attorney 
for the project developer Lyman 
Jee. 口

Racial Tension in the 
Schools is Serious Business 


Although the recent racial tension in a San Francisco 
School has eased，our community should consider this a 
warning that all is not well in the schools. 

First, jet us not point any fingers. 

We in the community know that there are biases and 
Prejudicial feelings among Chinese Americans，imuch the 
same as in any American community。 These feelings have 
Dot been checked since the anti-busing movement， And 
there has been few attempts by community goups to 
educate the old and the young in our neighborhood abonut 
inter-group relations. 

We express our views, then as now, that the leadership in 
Chinatown has been short-sighted and timid for not ex- 
Plaining the educational policy of this nation to the parents. 
Idifferent groups in the U.S. cannot learn and will not try 
to live together harmoniously,.there will be little future for 
all of us Busing is merely a tool; integration and quality 
education are the real issues. 

Racial tension at the schools has been simmering for a 

”long time We feel educators should act now, instead of 
walting for something big to break. Then, it may be too 
late. School administrators and teachers should meet with 
Parents and students to map out concrete plans to build 
inter-group harmony and understanding. School public 
relations officials should check the spread of rumors about 
Violence in the schools, in order to gain the confidence of 
the parents. 

Those who need lessons in inter-group relations are not 
limited to students. Teachers，administrators as well as 
Parents can all benefit from vital lessons of survival and 
告 owth. This is serious business。 We urge all those who are 
concerned not to allow this issue be put away again.

INTERPRETATIONS 

From ， second-handq sources， 
hhat happened on November 17 is 
bject to several interpretations: 
group of about 8 or 10 Chinese 
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students were supposed to go to 
another high school for a “ski” 
class. According to Fibish，sorme- 
thing happened so that they 
couldnt go， and they were 
“cutting”class. 

The Chinese kidqs got into a 
shouting match with a group of 
whbite kiqs. Some racial comments 
were probably exchanged. Fibish 
admits that there is one white 
student who is atroublemaker and 
incites the other students. He is the 
one Student who may be expelled 
from the school. There are other 
Ieports that one white student 
picked up a younger Chinese boy 
by the collar and dumped him on 
the ground. 

In any case，a challenge was 
issued _ for- a “fair fight” at 
McCoppin Park near the school. 
The white students claim that 
about7or 8 Chinese fought with 4 
whites.The Chinese students say 
the numbers were about 7 and 7. 
Attorney Lee says one of the 
participants told him that only 
three or four of each group did 
any ITeal fighting. Some tree 
branches and baseball bats were 
Used， It was the whites who said 
they “had enough” and the 
Chinese thought that the incident 
Was OverT. 

CUTTINGC 

Meanwhile a few of the 
“cutting”-Chinese students who 
might have become invyolved were 
discovered by Fibish and some 
other teachers. They were sent to 
the principals office and luckily 
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RACIALTENSION FLARES， 
THEN EASES AT LINCOLN HIGH 


did not become involved. All these 
events took place in the morning 
hours. 

The events in the cafeteria are 
more certain，since there were 
more witnesses，The white stud- 
ents grouped around the Chinese 
in numbers about 25-10. Some of 
the Chinese students were mot 
involved in the park 提 ght and 
others were. An ambulance had to 
be summoned and one student， 
Paul Lee,who attorney Louis Lee 
claims was not involved at all，was 
hit in the chest and now has heart 
murmurs and possible blood 
circulation problems. He will miss 
two months ,of school and his 
parents will probably sue the 
School Board on his behalf. 

The two points that Fibish 
wants emphasized are that: 
“First, it never became a race Tiot. 
By and large，one grOuUP Was set 
upon by another. It.never spread 
to the rest of the school， Second， 
the kidqs who were injured，with 
few exceptions， were _ the kids 
skipping class and who were guilty 
of something.” 

DEFENDS 

Fibish defends the qiscipline at 
Lincoln by saying that these 
incidents can sprout suddenly 
with no warning.“We moved fast 
into the cafeteria and had 让 
cleared up in a matter of 
minutes.” 

Following the incident，several 
things were set in motion. Fibish 
immediately set up meetings with 
the parents，but the first few 
meetings idid_ not have a good 
representation of Chinese Parents， 
Fibish admits there are some 
communication problems but he 
thinks that the Thanksgiving 
holidays had something to do with 
it He credits Isabel Huie of 
Chinese for Affirmative Action as 
being a_ great help in getting most 
of the Chinese-speaking Parents to 
the third meeting after Thanks- 
giving. “She helped out by the 
force of her personajlity,”Fibish 
SaysS， 

Huie became involved through 
the parents of one of the injured 
Chinese students. The parents 
used to work at CAA'S Skills Bank. 
She feels that Fibish did not 
respond quickly enough in the 
early meetings to the needs of the 
Chinese parents. She also expected 
Lane DeLara，Area. III Super- 
intendent，to attend the first 
meeting, but he didq not show up: 

SECOND 

“There “were “more white 
parents at the second meeting, but 
only 3 Chinese parents. 了 Police 
officers were there. The students 
were asked enough questions. The 
Principal (Fibish) seemed to blame 
the Chinese parents who werent 
there.” 

By mutual consent， 让 was 
agreed that the students would be 
given a choice of remaining at 
Lincoln or transferring to another 
school. If they stayed, they had to 
obey the rules. They all agreed 
thatexpulsion was not the answer. 
All，except one，chose to stay at 
Lincoln: 

More serious incidents grew onut 


of the disturbances. Some Chinese 


parents heard -rumors of .violence 
at Lincoln and kept their kidqs out 
of school. Kids from other schools 
cruised the school looking for

Racially derogatory graf- 
fiti appeared on school walls and 
blackboards. 

POLICE 

The whole police >involvement 
was 3 key- issue. Fibish -gives 
officer Joe Williams of the Youth 
Services Bureau,， who happened to 
be at Lincoln when the cafeteria 
exploded, much credit for cooling 
tensions，。，CAA'S Huie，however， 
says that the original police report 
was“slanted se that the incident 
-didnt look too good for the 
Chinese.”She thinks that without 
Louis Lee at Youth Guidance 
Center， the Chinese students 
would have been lost， 

Lee，a long active member of 
the Chinese American Democratic 
Club，believes discipline in the 
school district is in a _ sorry state. 
“Tve heard horror stories of kids 
even in elementary schools. The 
discipline in the schools is totally 
gone. Nobody pays much atten- 
tion.” 

Huie believes .the school district 
should take some concrete steps to 
improve race relations in all the 
schools before the situation gets 
worse. She expressed this opinion 
to DeLara's office，but_ she does 
not feel that any committment is 
coming from the district. “We're 
sure Something like this is going to 
happen again， she says. 

WEAPONS 

DeLara credits Fibish， Huie 
and the others who helped smooth 
out the racial tensions.“The thing 
thats important 一 ，we were 
extremely thankful no weapons 
were involved.”Earlier this year， 
one boy at Lincoln was found 
with a gun in his locker. Lincoln 
High also has some known gang 
members in the student body. 

DeLara says that his office was 
in constant communication with 
Lincoln. He feels the incident was 
handled fairly.“There was fault 
on both sides.”Concerning efforts 
at avoiding problems like this in 
the_ future; DeLara says he is 
waiting to _ hear some specific

proposals from Huie， He says he 
would support a “human relations 
course at Lincoln”to help under- 
standing between different ethnic 
groups. Lincoln has about 29.9% 
whitei -37.5% -Black， 14.6% ， 
Chinese, 9.3 宛 Filipino and 3.7 纪 
Spanish surnamed，All but the 
Spanish surnamed are mnear to 
city-wide figures. 

Fibish，for his part，feels that 
the school is doing well. He grew 
up in the Sunset and has an 
emotional link to the area. He says 
tensions have cooled considerably， 
but one can sense that he has his 
fingers crossed. The root causes of 
the racial tension remains relative- 
ly untouched. 


China's Oil and 
Natural Gas Team 
to Visit US 


WASHINGTON 一 The highest 
ranking official from China to 
visit the United States will arrive 
next month to observe oil and 
natural gas production sites in 
four states，an Energy Depart- 
ment official said last week. 

He saidq 16 Chinese oil and gas 
experts had accepted an invitation 
to _ visit drilling rigs in Cali- 
fornia， Texas， Louisiana and 
Oklahoma.

Vice detected 4,594 aliens attempt- 
ing to gain permanent residence 
through fraudulent marriages last 
fiscal year, it was announced. 

PLOY 

Alien husbands and wives of 
U.S. citizens can obtain perman- 
ent resident status in this country， 
which enables them to live and 
work in the United States and 
eventually become citizens. The 
law does not limit the number of 
persons who can become per- 
manent residents in this manner， 
as it does other immigrants. Thus， 
marriages of convenience are 3 
favorite ploy for gaining this 
desired status. 

INS_ Commissioner Leonel 丁 . 
Castillo said in the fiscal year 
ended September 30 the Service 
received 115,348 applications for 
permanent Tesidence based upon 
marriage to a U.S._citizen. The 
Service questioned the validity of 
36,000 and requested the appli- 
cants to submit to a personal 
interview. About 12 per cent of 
those interviewed (4,594) were 
denied on the basis of fraud.

Among those, 1,886 were found 
to have actually engaged in a 
marriage simply to circumvent the

Teachers Affirm Potential 
of Bilingual Children 


LOS ANGELES 一 California 
teachers believe in the potential of 
bilingual children， Teachers say 
that bilingual children are often 
much smarter than inteljligence 
tests would indicate，These are 
among concljusions derived from a 
statewide teacher survey con- 
ducted by UCLA educational 
researchers Prof， Frank Hewett 
and graduate student Philip C. 
Watson. 

The survey involved teacher 
attitudes toward the integration of 
handicapped children in regular 
classrooms， Teachers were given 
brief descriptions of various types 
of handicapped _ children and 
asked for their opinion on how 
each child would fit into their 
class. Two of the children were 


described as mentally retarded， 
having IQs of 66. The first child， 
Robert，was from an English- 
speaking home，but the other 
child， Jose， spoke Spanish at 
home. Teachers said they would 
much rather work with Jose，the 
bilingual boy，than Robert，the 
boy who spoke only English. 
Why? Because teachers are aware 
that intelligence tests are ]lan- 
guage-oriented， and therefore， 
unfair to many children who 
Speak English， as a second 
language. 

The UCLA survey concluded 
that teachers are midly favoraple 
to the idea of bringing more 
exceptional children into regular 
School classes. 


Peking Olympic Entry 
Remote, Says Killanin 


了 KUALA LUMPUR 一 Lord 
Killanin， head of the Inter- 
national - Olympic Committee， 


said recently that Peking's entry 
into the Olympic Cames will be a 
“Slow process. 

He said Peking made it clear 
that “there is only one China.” 

“However， 直 you read the 
newspapers，you will realize that 
the _ Taiwan ， government has 
slightly greater ambition,”he said 
without elaborating. 

MEETINGS 

Killanin said there have been 
recent Olympic Council exeeutive 
meetings trying to solve the China 
question in the Olympic Cames. 

-It is one fraught with political 
and diplomatic problems and I 
would certainly not indicate，at 
the moment，what the outcome 
will be,” he said. 

Killanin's arrival here coincided 
with the preparatory meeting of 
the Asian Badminton Confeder- 
ation's attempt to form a World 
Badminton Federation to rival the 


International Badminton Feder- 
ation over the China problem . 

The Asian Confederation has 
expelled Taiwan but the Inter- 
national Federation refuses to 
follow suit，prompting the Asian 
body to rebel. 

Killanin said although the 
Olympic Council cannot interfere 
in the infighting of an autono- 
mous international federation，he 
would advise the badminton 
bodies to solve their problems 
SOon . 

DELAY 

“ 工 personally feel that badmin- 
ton will make its way into the 
Olympics and 计 we find that they 
are fighting among themselves,， 让 
will certainly delay that,” he said. 

Representatives of Asian，Afri- 
can and United States badminton 
bodies have agreed in principle on 
the formation of the rival federa- 
tion attheir meeting. 

However, Indonesia, one of the
